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TO  PROVIDE  ADVANTAGES  OF  A  COMMUNITY  BUILDING 

\  HE  printers,  engravers,  electrotypers,  paper  manufacturers  and  distributors  of  Boston, 
'  in  an  endeavor  to  meet  requirements  for  the  growth  of  business,  have  found  it  difficult 
•to  secure  proper  quarters  in  good  buildings.  They  have  also  felt  the  need  of  bringing 
together  the  designing,  engraving,  electrotyping,  printing  and  binding  industries  so 
las  to  avoid  waste,  delay,  and  expense. 

A  plan  has  therefore  been  worked  out  for  the  erection  of  a  Printing  Crafts 
Building,  offering  printers  and  those  in  allied  lines  the  opportunity  of  getting  together  in  one 
structure;  making  it  possible  for  all  to  have  ideal  floor  space  with  day-light,  low  power  rates,  low 
insurance  rates,  exceptional  freight  and  passenger  elevator  service,  special  shipping  and  receiving 
facilities,  parking  under  cover  for  autos,  and  many  other  advantages,  all  of  which  must  result  in 
the  lowest  possible  business  operating  expense  for  tenants. 

LOCATION  AND  ENVIRONMENT 

The  problem  of  securing  a  location  in  the  City  Proper  with  large  area  and  moderate  price  led 
to  the  selection  of  a  site  containing  about  40,000  square  feet  of  land  on  Stuart  Street,  in  the  Park 
Square  district,  opposite  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company's  buildings,  near  the 
new  Arlington  Street  subway  station,  and  close  to  transportation  lines  to  all  points.  Already  it  has 
been  practically  decided  to  extend  Stuart  Street  from  Huntington  Avenue  to  Tremont  Street, 
which  will  place  the  Printing  Crafts  Building  in  a  prominent  location  of  splendid  environment. 
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CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  building  has  been  carefully  planned  to  meet  all  known  requirements.  The  construction 
will  be  reinforced  concrete,  mushroom  type,  with  flat  slab  floors  of  ample  capacity.  There  will  be 
ten  floors  and  basement,  plans  of  which  are  submitted  herewith.  Four  passenger  and  four  freight 
elevators  are  so  placed  as  to  admit  of  a  division  of  the  floors  into  any  required  number  of  units. 
The  freight  elevators  will  have  operators;  a  forwarder  will  have  an  office  in  the  basement  for  the 
handling  of  shipments,  and  all  goods  will  be  delivered  and  received  under  cover.  Eight  trucks  can 
be  loading  or  unloading  simultaneously  and  the  loading  platform  provides  ample  space  for  the 
convenient  handling  of  large  tonnage.  To  assist  in  the  ready  dispatch  of  merchandise,  chutes  with 
connections  on  all  floors  will  be  run  to  the  basement.  The  heating  of  the  building  will  be  by  a 
modulating  vapor  system  and  the  entire  building  will  be  fitted  with  a  sprinkler  system. 

On  the  quadrangle  owned  by  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  shown  on 
the  opposite  page,  a  large  building  or  a  group  of  buildings  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 
The  Printing  Crafts  Building  will  be  directly  across  Stuart  Street,  in  the  large  lot  of  40,000 
square  feet  between  the  Edison  Building  and  the  Massachusetts  Automobile  Club.  Among  the 
improvements  now  under  way  in  this  section  are  the  extension  of  Stuart  Street  to  Dartmouth 
Street,  and  of  Clarendon  Street.  Stuart  Street  extensions  as  now  planned  are  among  the  most 
important  civic  improvements  for  the  relief  of  present  congestion.  Plans  involve  the  extension  of 
Stuart  Street,  with  a  width  of  70  or  80  feet,  from  Huntington  Avenue  to  Tremont  Street.  When 
completed,  this  thoroughfare,  nearly  a  mile  in  length  in  all,  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  main 
arteries  and  great  commercial  streets  of  Boston.

In  order  that  the  building  may  be  constructed,  leased  and  managed  in  the  interests  of  printing 
and  allied  industries,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  Printing  Crafts  Building 
Corporation  will  be  mainly  representatives  of  the  industries  concerned.  Large  scale  floor  plans  will 
be  furnished  prospective  tenants  and  full  cooperation  given  in  advising  about  the  division  of  spaces 
and  the  lay-out  of  offices.

The  Printing  Crafts  Building  will  be  admirably  located  for  transportation  facilities.  The  street  car  lines  on  Berkeley  Street  go  directly 
to  Park  Street  and  make  direct  connections  for  all  Boston  and  suburban  points.  New  subway  entrances  at  Arlington  Street  and  the 
Copley  Square  subway  entrances  are  equally  available.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroads 
are  easily  accessible  at  the  Back  Bay  and  Trinity  Place  Stations.  With  the  remarkable  institutional  and  commercial  growth  of  the 
Back  Bay  Section  and  the  convenient  access  from  this  building  to  the  freight  terminals,  north  and  south  of  Boston, 

this  location  is  actually  the  business  center  for  the  interests  concerned. 
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PRINTING   CRATEf  bUILDING 
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The  street  floor  will  be  occupied  by  businesses  allied  to  the  interests  of  the  building.  The  entrance  and  exit  ramps  at  the  rear  are  distinguishing 
features  and  provide  for  handling  all  goods  under  cover.  An  innovation  in  automobile  parking 

is  shown  in  the  basement  plan  following. 
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PRINTING  CRA#%S  BUILDING 
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The  unique  arrangement  of  ramps  provides  for  a  definite  line  of  inward  and  outward  travel  without  crossing.  Eight  trucks  can  back  up 

to  the  loading  platform  at  one  time  for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  goods.  Raised  islands  define  the  passenger  car  parking  space  and  a 

limited  number  of  tenants  can  thus  have  a  security  and  convenience  which  has  not  heretofore  been  provided  in  any  building. 

This  plan  provides  for  many  other  service  features  in  packing,  shipping  and  storage  facilities.

PRINTING    CRAFtf   BUILDING 
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From  the  second  to  the  seventh  floors,  space  will  be  used  in  whole  floors  or  subdivided  to  the  requirements  of  the  occupants.  The  excellent 

placing  of  passenger  and  freight  elevators  makes  it  possible  to  divide  the  floors  into  different  units  with  practically  no  loss  of  available 

space.  The  length  of  the  building  is  268  feet  and  the  width  150  feet.  The  net  floor  area  is  approximately  34,000  square  feet.

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It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  at  least  seventy-five  firms  in  the  Printing  Crafts  Building.  The  facilities  in  offices  of  varying  sizes  for 
designers,  die  makers,  binders,  small  printing  offices,  publishers  and  representatives  of  supply  houses  are  shown  by  this  plan. 
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
